in the shape I speak of 


"Dr. Squills gives you six tablets and 


tells you to come back on Friday. 
In 


that way he secures another visit from 
you and rakes in an additional $2. That 
is where his profit comes in. Further- 
more, if your friend Mrs. Bobbins hap- 
pens to be sufferings from symptoms 
similar to your own, you cannot f urmsh 
her with some of the pills which have 
done you so much good, as you could do 
if you had a prescription You can only 
recommend her to Dr. Squills, who 
scoops in another fee. So you can sea 
for yourself that this plan, while de- 
cidedly injurious to our trade, is a great 
help to the electors. In one way it woik^ 
well. 
Not having a prescription, tho 


patient cannot obtain indefinite quanti- 
ties of the medicine by having it put up 
again and again at the apothecary's. It 
is in that manner more than any other 
that people acquire dangerous cling hab 
ita 


' 'To such a point of development has 


this new fad of the physicians arrived 
that groat factories are kept busy turn- 
ing out tablets and pills for sale to doc- 
tors only. The firms that own these es- 
tablishments send agents till over tho

The majority declared 
themselves in favor of supporting the 
State Democratic ticket and the Re- 
publican Congressional ticket, and a 
meeting is to be held on the 17th 
instant to decide upon the course to 
pursue in the elections. 


The sugar planters of Louisiana are 


more selfish than the people of the sil- 
ver producing States. 
The planters 


want other industries taxed to pay a 
bounty on sugar; the mining States 
only ask that the United States shall 
coin silver at the mints at the ratio of 
16 to 1, as the founders of the Govern- 
ment provided. The bounty on sugar 
imposes au extra burden on other in- 
dusMes; the coinage of silver injures 
110 other business, but tends to enhance 
the price of labor and the products of 
labor. The planters do not hesitate to 
declare that they will not support a 
National party that is opposed to pay- 
ing a bounty on sugar. They place 
their own interests above party suc- 
cess and are encouraged in doing so by 
Republicans, but when the people of 
the silver producing States declare 
they will not affiliate with parties that 
are opposed to free coinage, the Repub- 
licans denounce them in unmeasured 
terms. 


POLITICAL experts are figuring out 


the political complexion of the Fifty- 
fourth Congress. One of them calcu- 
lates that the Democrats will have 180 
members, the Republicans 154 and the 
Populists and Independents 22.

MINING PBOSPKCT8 IN THF SIERRAS 


What Kninblor Noticed on a trip In the 


Mountains. 
A trip in the Sierras in Northern 


California reveals much of interest to 
the casual observer. Bugged pine clad 
mountains, intersected by canyons, 
creeks and rivers and interspersed with 
beautiful valleys and lakes, are to be 
seen on every hand. To one in search 
of the precious metals or the geoligist f 
however, something yet of greater in- 
terest presents itself. In this region is 
to be found that which has given to the 
world, directly or indirectly, the greater 
part of the wealth produced by the 
placer mines of California, the "Blue 
Lead" of miners phraseology. 


This most wonderful of ancient river 


channels has not received the attention 
that it merits from geologists or other 
scientific men. The study of it reveals 
the marvellous changes that have oc- 
curred in the topography of the coun- 
try, since the waters of the old river 
flowed from their unknown source, pre- 
sumably, in the north. This channel 
which was once the lowest portion of 
this region is now the uppermost por- 
tion of some of the highest mountain 
ranges. It thus shows the working of 
the stupendous forces which have 
raised the once depressed region to its 
present height. 


The general trend of this river vras 


from north to south. It 
has been 


traced, by the blue gravel that is found 
in its bed, through the greater part of 
California, through Arizona and into 
Sonora, Mexico. It, seemingly, has 
cut through innumerable gold bearing 
quartz ledges in its course and much of 
the wealth that was contained in them 
is now distributed throughout 
the 


length of its bed. lu nearly every place 
whore tho nia of the channel has 
broken down aud tho contents of the 
bed were forced out rich placer mines 
have been found that in many places 
contained millions of dollars. Nearly 
all tbe modern rivers that have cut 
through this ancient river bed have 
also contained gold in great quantity. 
The "Blue Lead" has only in a compar- 
atively few places been broken down 
or intersected by modern rivers. From 
this it will be seen that the greater 
part of its gold remains intact awaiting 
the efforts of the miner to bring it forth. 


On the portion of the channel that 


runs through the Grizzly range of 
mountains, west of Grizzly valley, 
several Beno companies have located 
claims. One of them has been sinking 
a shaft in order to ascertain the proper 
lerel at which to begin a tunnel. An- 
other will commence tunneling soon. 
Tbe rim of the channel has been broken 
down both north and south of these 
claims and rich surface placers have 
been the result. If one can judge by 
the large amount of gold that has been 
taken from similar places on the -'Blue 
Lead " he may,.^n sonably expect those 
penetrating it „ t this point to reap a 
rich reward. The prospects are very 
encouraging to say the least, and well 
may those interested be enthusiastic. 


Evidently placer mining in this por- 


tion of California has only begun. In 
addition to the "Blue Lead" there are 
secondary channels cutting it and 
many local channels, all of which will 
yield fabulous wealth. It may be said 
that only the rich surface deposits 
have been worked. A wise providence 
never designed that one generation 
should despoil nature's treasure house 
of all its wealth; hence these deeper 
river deposits where much time and 
labor are necessary to secure the gold 
they contain. After all the precious 
metal has been taken from the placer 
mines some future generation may dis- 
cover buried under lava caps in the 
north the original ledges from which 
all this wealth has come, and when 
this is done gold may become so plenti- 
ful that a cry will be raised for its de- 
monetization.
